Group I, claim(s) 1 and 3-4, drawn to a method of decomposing nitrogen dioxide 
(N02) to nitrogen monoxide (NO) in an exhaust gas of a lean-burn internal combustion 
engine Class 423 subclass 235. 

Group II, claim(s) 7-8, 23-24, 26, 28-32, 35 and 37-42, drawn to an apparatus for an 
internal combustion engine, Class 62 subclass 299. 

2. The species listed above do not relate to a single general inventive concept under 
PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, the species lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special 
technical feature in Group I is a method of decomposing nitrogen dioxide (NO2) to 
nitrogen monoxide (NO) in an exhaust gas comprising contacting the gas mixture 
from the adjusting step with a particulate acidic refractory oxide and passing the 
effluent gas from the contacting step to atmosphere. The special technical features 
in Group II is an apparatus for an internal combustion engine comprising of a 
catalyst for decomposing nitrogen dioxide (NO2) to nitrogen monoxide (NO) with a 
suitable reductant. The special technical features of Group I is not shared by Group 
II since Group II lack the method steps defined in Claim 1 of Group I such as 
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passing the effluent gas from the contacting step to atmosphere and contacting the 
gas mixture from the adjusting step. Further Group I lacks the apparatus steps 
defined in Group II , claims 26, 28-32, 35 and 37-42 and an apparatus comprising a 
catalyst for decomposing nitrogen dioxide (N0 2 ) to nitrogen monoxide (NO) with 
suitable reductant. 

Thus, the special technical features in Group I and II are not shared with each other. 

3. A telephone call was made to Christine Brown on November 26, 2008 to request an 
oral election to the above restriction requirement, but did not result in an election 
being made. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include (i) 
an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the requirement 
may be traversed (37 CFR 1.143) and (ii) identification of the claims encompassing 
the elected invention.
